DIALOGUE (ACCEPTABLE) 

Richelson and Evans have said, "There was a new and 
extraordinary emphasis by the Bush administration on 
combating terrorism." 

Citing Poetry In-text (Using the Slash) 

Whitman begins his poem by exclaiming, "I celebrate 
myself, and sing myself,/And what I assume you shall 
assume,/For every atom belonging to me as good 
belongs to you" (li.1-3). 


Correcting for Pronouns 

Whitman begins his poem by exclaiming that he 
"celebrate[s] [himjself, and sing[s] [him]self,/And what 


[he] assume[s] you shall assume,/For every atom 
belonging to [him] as good belongs to you" (li.1-3). 
















Leaving Out Words (Using Ellipses)
